— Cutting the ties that bind is 
a whole lot less complicated in 
Florida these days. But "no- 
fault" divorce hasn't turned the 
Sunshine State into one big di- 
vorce 
mill—as 
some 
critics 


feared it would. 


Since July 1 a fed-up husband 


or wife hasn't been able to file 
for divorce in Florida. The pro- 
cess is now legally called "dis- 
solution of marriage" and pop- 
ularly known as "no-fault" di- 
vorce. 


Now 
a 
marriage 
breakup 


only requires that a court find 
the relationship "irretrievably 
broken." 


For 143 years before the leg- 


islature decided this spring that 
times demanded a change, di- 
vorce in Florida—as in many 
other states—often was an ago- 
nizing affair. 


A spouse had to prove his 


partner 
committed 
adultery, 


subjected him to extreme cruel- 
ty, ran out on the family, was 
impotent, a drunk or a drug ad- 
dict. 


A lawyer-legistotor who back- 


ed the new law, Sen. Gerald 
Lewis, says he has seen recent 
cases in his practice where the 
new law saved heartbreak. 


One involved a young child- 


less couple who realized the 
marriage just hadn't worked, 
he said.

Giants Are 
Going to 
New Jersey

NEW YORK (AP) - New 


Jersey Gov. William T. Gahill 
went to New York Thursday 
and came home with a football 
team, the New York Giants, 
who signed a 30-year lease to 
play in a state-owned stadium 
to be built in New Jersey by 
1975. 


Giants' owner and president 


Wellington Mara signed 
the 


lease assuring that his team 
will move to the planned 75,000- 
seat stadium to be built in the 
Hackensack River Meadow- 
lands. David A. "Sonny" Wer- 
blin, former New York Jets 
owner and now chairman of the 
New Jersey Sports and Ex- 
position Authority, signed for 
the state. 


The lease gives the Giants an 


option to renew and calls on the 
team to pay an annual rent of 
15 per cent of ticket sales reve- 
nues. The Giants and the state 
will share all revenues from 
stadium concessions. 


There will be parking space 


for 25,000 cars and 400 buses 
and all parking revenues will 
go to the state authority. 


Cahill said, "It's a truly 


great day for the State of New 
Jersey and as great a day for 
New York Giant fans and all 
the citizens of New York." 


The governor said the new 


Giant Stadium would be "an- 
other bridge between New York 
and New Jersey." 


The signing Thursday culmi- 


nated six months of executive 
and legislative planning by the 
Cahill administration to bring 
New Jersey its first major 
league sports franchise. 


Legislation 
creating 
the 


sports authority and author- 
izing the construction of a ma- 
jor sports complex on 750 acres 
of the meadowlands in East 
Rutherford was passed by the 
State Senate and Assembly and 
signed by Cahill last spring. 


Ultimate plans for the com- 


plex include a racetrack, a 
baseball stadium, and an ex- 
position and convention center. 
The project is expected to cost 
more.than $100 million. The 
money will be raised through 
revenue bonds. 


The racetrack is to be oper- 


ated by the state. Profits from 
it are expected to pay for the 
entire complex. 


Cahill said Giant Stadium 


would cost between $30 and $40 
million. He said it would be the 
first facility built at the com- 
plex. 


Construction cannot begin un- 


til the money has been raised 
through bonds and the state 
must obtain a racing license 
before the bonds may be is- 
sued. Cahill said the state 
would apply immediately to the 
State Racing Commission for 
the license. 
Several suits have been filed 


challenging the State Sports 
Authority. The chief suit was 
filed by the state against the 
authority to test its con- 
stitutionality. 


The case is before Superior 


Court Judge Morris Pashman 
of Bergen County and argu- 
ments will be heard Sept. 30.

Dear Dr. Lamb—We fre- 


quently get virus, and our 
four small children often con- 
tract a variety of infections 
in addition to virus. We 
wonder if a water purifier 
attached below the kitchen 
sink would help. A water 
softener salesman contended 
that it would remove germs. 
We use water for drinking 
and also for mixing with 
frozen orange or grape juice. 
What about bottled natural 
spring water? 


Dear Reader—Even if it is 


true that a water purifier 
removes germs, the water 
would first have to contain 
significant amounts of germs 
for it to add anything useful. 
Public Health water regula- 
tions require a rather safe 
level of chemicals in the 
water 
to prevent 
water- 


borne disease, which should 
adequately solve the prob- 
lem. Most water softeners 
are used to remove chem- 
icals 
that 
harden 
water 


rather 
than to r e m o v e 


"germs." I must add that 
viruses are not germs in the 
usual sense as germs are 
bacteria and are often more 
easily dealt with. 


I'm not enthusiastic about 


bottled spring water. You 
can be fairly sure it is safe 
if you buy it in bottles in a 
supermarket, otherwise I 
can't give a blanket endorse- 
ment. A natural spring can 
be not too far from an out- 
door privy in some areas 
(this also applies to that 
old well with the nostalgic 
oaken bucket) and that can 
lead to contamination.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Recently 


my husband passed away 
from an aneurysm of the 
heart which was not discov- 
ered by electrocardiogram 
or X rays. What would cause 
this weak spot to form? 


Dear 
Reader—An 
aneu- 


rysm of ihe heart is a sac- 
like protrusion where the 
heart muscle has been re- 
placed by scar tissue. The 
weak scar tissue is the sac. 
The usual cause is a pre- 
vious heart attack (which 
may not have caused any 
symptoms), the a r e a of 
damaged muscle being re- 
placed by weak scar tissue. 
The sac is hard to see in 
some locations by ordinary 
X rays and frequently does 
not cause any changes in the 
electrocardiogram. Often the 
aneurysm 
ruptures 
when 


there is new damage to the 
heart muscle, from a new 
attack.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


Connecticut firm of consulting 
engineers has concluded, for the 
second time, that a proposed 
Little Rock-Pine Bluff turnpike 
is not economically feasible. 


The state Highway Commis- 


sion, which authorized the study 
June 4, revealed Wednesday the 
report made by Wilbur Smith 
and Associates of New Haven, 
Conn. 


A report made by the same 


firm in 1968 reached the same 
conclusion regarding the pro- 
posed 21.8-mile turnpike, but 
said the route was the most 
nearly feasible of those pro- 
posed in Arkansas. 


Arkansas law prohibits con-

found feasible but a reputable 
consulting firm. 


The study was based on the 


assumption that the turnpike 
would be open to motorists Jan. 
1, 1975, and that development of 
areas along the route would 
continue at the present pace.

weather to report to the Nation- 
al Science Foundation. 


But 10 years later, the law 


was repealed. 


"Thus, there is today no cen- 


tral source of complete and re- 
liable information with regard 
to weather modification activi- 
ties," says a House Commerce 
Committee report urging enact- 
ment of a new law. 


"Such a record would assist 


in establishing whether cloud- 
seeding activities have been a 
factor in reducing rainfall and 
creating drought in certain lo- 
calities," the report says. 


"Furthermore, 
if weather- 


modification activities continue 
to expand in scope and effec- 
tiveness, and all present in- 
dications are that they will, the 
advance reporting of those ac- 
tivities required by the legisla- 
tion will be essential to making 
accurate weather forecasts." 


The committee-approved bill 


would require anyone outside 
the federal government to re- 
port to the secretary of com- 
merce before and after engag- 
ing 
in

might be feasible if some form 
of subsidy could be arranged 
for the early years of the pro- 
ject, to be repaid in later years 
from revenue generated by use 
of the turnpike, the report add- 
ed. 


Such an arrangement would 


require legislative action, how- 
ever. 


"If a form of state guarantee 


for bonds could be obtained, 
this would act to decrease the 
bond interest rate to possibly 
6.5 per cent with corresponding 
reductions in the bond issue and 
maximum interest and level 
debt service requirements," the 
report said. 


The firm reported that the 


main aertery currently between 
the two cities, U.S. 65, has ex- 
perienced significant "strip de- 
velopment" in recent years, re- 
sulting in slower traffic flow 
and greater route use near Lit- 
tle Rock and Pine Bluff. 


The flow could decrease to a 


point where economic develop- 
ment would eventually be ham- 
pered unless additional trans- 
portation service is provided, 
the study said. 


Currently, an average speed 


of only about 50 miles per hour 
may be achieved along U.S. 65 
because of the traffic load, esti- 
mated at 6,000 to 7,000 vehicles 
daily, and difficulties encount- 
ered in passing slower-moving 
traffic.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Asst. 


Atty. Gen. Will R. Wilson has 
acknowledged 
he received 


$230,000 
in unsecured 
loans 


from the bank of Frank W. 
Sharp, central 
figure 
in a 


Texas stock-fraud case. 


Wilson said Thursday the lat- 


est $30,000 loan from the Sharp- 
town Bank was in August 1970, 
18 months after he joined the 
Justice Department, and after 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission began a probe of 
Sharp's activities. 


Wilson said he repaid the 


loan in March of this year, two 
months after Sharp and a num- 
ber 
of Texas officials were 


named in what the SEC termed 
the 
"systematic 
looting" of 


banks and insurance companies 
through stock manipulations. 


Wilson, head of the Justice 


Department's criminal division, 
released a nine-page statement 
describing the loans and how 
his net worth nearly tripled to 
$1.3 million between 1963 and 
1!)68. Wilson was Sharp's attor- 
ney during 1967 to 1969, when 
Sharp built a financial empire 
through his bank-real estate-in- 
surance conglomerate. 


Wilson denied he 
advised 


Sharp how to get around state 
banking laws to raise funds to 
buy the National Bankers Life 
Insurance Co. The firm is one 
the SEC says Sharp and associ- 
ates milked in a quick-profits 
sctit?me that involved top Texas 
officials, astronauts and Jesuit 
priests among others. Sharp al- 
leged last week in an SEC affi- 
davit Wilson had given him 
such counsel. 


Wilson said he prepared the 


statement to answer "insinu- 
ations that I am or have been 
involved in illegal activities as 
a result of this association. 
There is absolutely no truth to 
this." He said he nearly tripled 
his net worth through land 
dealings and his expanding law 
practice, not through any con- 
nection with Sharp. 


Rep. Henry B. Gonzalez, the 


Texas Democrat who has been 
calling for Wilson's resignation 
for more than two months be- 
cause of his ties to Sharp, said 
Wilson didn't explain enough. 


"His lengthy statement, is- 


sued through a mimeograph 
machine, is not even a good 
dodge," Gonzalez said. 


Gonzalez said that in nine 


pages Wilson neglected to men- 
tion he was general counsel for 
three of Sharp's 
firms, in- 


cluding National Bankers. 


Wilson said Sharp was one of 


more than 100 clients of his 
Austin law firm.

The brown recluse is no 


stranger in Arkansas, says 
Gordon Barnes, Extension en- 
tomologist for the University of 
Arkansas.

Outdoors, 
it may be found under stones, in 
the bark of dead trees, and in 
rubbish 
heaps. 
Indoors, 


storerooms and attics are 
favored. It is also found under 
furniture, 
behind furniture 


pushed against the wall, and— 
this is where most bites to 
humans come from—in unused 
clothing left for a period hanging 
in storerooms or closets. 


Barnes says 
the brown 


recluse—with the formidable 
name of Loxosceles reclusa—is 
only about a half inch long, not 
counting the legs. It is most 
easily 
identified 
by 
the 


characteristic fiddle or violin 
marking on the head-part of the 
body. (And, if you care to look 
closely enough, this spider and 
his close relatives, has six in- 
stead of eight eyes.) 


The best control is periodic 


cleaning and removal of unused 
or unneeded material from yard 
and closets. This, combined with 
a residual spray treatment, 
should eliminate existing in- 
festations. 


Spider control may be a part of 


normal household insect control 
if care is used to see that all 
places where spiders may hide 
are treated. Diazinon, at 0.5 per 
cent, is frequently used by pest 
control operators. 
Sees No Need 
for Special 
Session 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) —Rich- 


ard Arnold of Texarkana, chair- 
man of the Rules Committee of 
the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, told the committee Thurs- 
day he thought an acceptable 
plan of certifying delegates to 
the 1972 Democratic National 
Convention could be worked out 
without calling a special session 
of the legislature. 


There has been talk of a need 


for a special session to change 
the law because the statewide 
delegate election will be June 
27, seven days after names of 
Democratic delegates are sup- 
posed to be certified to the Na- 
tional Committee. 


The statewide election 
in 


June will be to name 80 per 
cent of the delegates by popular 
vote, a new requirement of the 
national party. 


Arkansas law is silent on how 


the other 20 per cent of the del- 
egates are to be selected, but 
Arnold proposed that they be 
named by the 80 per cent, 
a process that he said would 
meet national party guidelines. 


Arnold foresaw no problem if 


the state party's entire delegate 
selection process were com- 
pleted by June 30. 


He said he would send a draft 


of his plan to representatives of 
the National Committee for ap- 
proval and then would submit 
the proposal to the State Com- 
mittee for its approval. 


Arkansas will be entitled to 


25 regular convention delegates, 
20 of whom must be popularly 
elected, plus the party's com- 
mitteeman and comnutteewo- 
man. 


Arnold said it was important 


that the state party meet the 
national guidelines and avoid a 
challenge of its delegation be- 
cause "we may be fortunate 
enough to have within the bor- 
ders of our state a major can- 
didate for president." The ref- 
erence apparently was to Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., who 
has been mentioned as a possi-
